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Scientific knowledge mental disease being 
acquired very slowly the human race. cen- 
tury ago the opinion seemed that the mentally 
afflicted were possessed devils which must beaten 
out them. With more humane treatment insti- 
tutions another problem arose. Designing persons 
would put private institutions one whom they wished 
have confined. Charles Reade wrote Cash’’ 
and devoted much his life and fortune exposing 
the iniquities the private insane asylum. Legisla- 
this Country, alive these evils, aimed pre- 
vent them. The nearest analogy they could think 
was that the criminal law. one can convicted 
crime except after procedure with safeguards 
designed eliminate far possible the conviction 
innocent man. Accordingly commitment pro- 
were developed requiring affidavits, warrant 
arrest, notice, hearing and often jury trial. These 
safeguards are probably adequate protect sane 
person from being wrongly committed. Their effect 
upon insane persons, however, deplorable. 

The people whom insane are sick. What 
would arresting person ill with pneu- 
monia and holding atrial? Yet this treatment many 
eases more dangerous mentally sick person than 
pneumonia patient. Legislation the more 
enlightened jurisdictions has humanized the procedure 
not interfere with medical treatment further 
endanger the health the patient. With the growth 
public hospitals for the insane the danger persons 
being railroaded institution has almost disap- 
These public institutions are crowded that 
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the danger lies releasing patients too soon rather 
than detaining them too long. 


Stigma Court Commitment 


Unfortunately there still stigma the minds 
the public attached mental disease. pneumonia 
patient returns from the hospital cured and resumes 
his place society. patient committed mentally 
ill returns under suspicion. Yet the mental disease 
may just curable the physical disease. The 
court proceedings and commitment order, however, 
remain record handicap the further careers the 
mentally ill. The situation becoming particularly 
acute the present time. Thousands men are being 
discharged from the armed services. The excessive 
strains, hardships and experiences which they have 
been subjected have produced illnesses, physical and 
mental. The mental cases, however, must through 
life with court record commitment. The proposed 
amendments, therefore, not supersede affect the 
present commitment laws any way. Where men- 
tally ill person himself desires treatment can become 
voluntary patient under existing laws. most 
however, because his mental condition unable 
take this step for himself. Under the safeguards the 
proposed amendments provide, friend, relative 
health officer with sworn statement examining phy- 
sicians may this for the patient. Under the common 
law anyone has the right restrain temporarily in- 
sane person who needs treatment. The proposed law 
simply continues this temporary treatment long 
the patient his friends think wants needs it. 
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There are multitude cases holding that person 
may not committed without notice and hearing.— 
From The Beacon, Bulletin the Mental Hygiene 
California.

(4) Existing Mosquito Control Programs shoud 
maintained and expanded assist control other 
mosquito-borne diseases. 


OTHER MOSQUITO-BORNE DISEASES 


(5) Other mosquito-borne diseases, including yellow 
fever, dengue fever, filariasis and encephalitis, might 
imported but only the last considered public 
health problem California. 

(6) Both the St. Louis and Western equine types 
encephalitis have been known exist California for 
many years and have been recently demonstrated 
transmissible common domestic mosquitoes. 

(7) The reported deaths from encephalitis for the 
past years have averaged per year compared 
with five per year for malaria. 

(8) Japanese and other types encephalitis 
may imported into California, and not recognized 
and promptly controlled, the results might well become 
for example, the 1924 Tokyo 
6,000 cases and 3,797 deaths. 

(9) Advance battle areas toward Japan and 
Eastern Asia will expose our military personnel 
Japanese encephalitis, and with rapid air trans- 
port unrecognized cases could easily reach California. 


(10) The only practical method for control our 
present encephalitis and Japanese encephalitis 
mosquito control, since effective vaccines chemical 
are not available for humans. 

(11) The highest incidence encephalitis well 
malaria California reported from the great Cen- 
tral Valley and the State should develop Mosquito 
Control Program for counties that area.

MOSQUITO CONTROL 


(14) The long established techniques mosquito- 
control must still used since recently reported ad- 
vances including the use D.D.T. 
trichloroethane) were developed for military purposes 
and are not yet available for civilian use. 


(15) Present mosquito control work organized 
districts limited per cent the area the State 
and within the districts fairly good control pest 
mosquitoes accomplished with expenditure 
$363,000 annually. 


(16) Wartime malaria and mosquito control the 
immediate vicinity military establishments 
tive with expenditure $67,000 annually. 


(17) other areas the State, except few 
which local health departments relatively 
small local programs, mosquito control work done. 


(18) State-wide and State-operated program de- 
signed control pest well disease bearing mos-

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ACTIVITIES MOSQUITO ABATEMENT 
AGENCIES CALIFORNIA 


Mosquito control and abatement methods used 
California are all based the elimination larvae 
breeding. Larvae are the immature forms the mos- 
quito. The elimination breeding areas drainage, 
filling, diking well established, and generally 
used where permanent control desired. breeding 
areas cannot eliminated, then breeding must con- 
trolled the use larvicides fish, 
otherwise making the body water unsuited for the 
development mosquitoes. addition, individuals 
may protect themselves from mosquito bites 
ing doors and windows and using sprays indoors. This 
attack individuals adult mosquitoes has little 
effect the mosquito population the area, but 
universally practiced, can reduce mosquito-borne dis- 

There have been recent changes these basic 
methods, except for recent developments the Army 
and Navy which have been successfully used for mos- 
quito control. Included are new repellents, the aerosal 
spray, and 
ethane). These materials are not available now for 
use. Only D.D.T. appears have value for 
mosquito control large areas. has not 
been available, investigations have been made 
study its adaptability for this purpose California. 
hoped that D.D.T. will available 1945 for 
experimental use here. Due its residual effect, 
when sprayed buildings, D.D.T. may offer 
tive method adult mosquito control. Its use this 
manner will exceedingly valuable controlling 
outbreaks mosquito-borne diseases. Other 
than this emergency use D.D.T., changes mos- 
quito control methods can expected before the end 
the war. 

Twenty-six mosquito abatement districts, two pest 
abatement districts and least ten health departments 
are doing mosquito control work California. Twelve 
districts, all the Sacramento and San Joaquin val- 
leys, were organized for malaria control, but have also 
work against pest mosquitos. One small dis- 
trict Sacramento County has become inactive because 
malaria longer problem, and income from taxes 
not sufficient carry effective control pest 
mosquitoes. There widespread distribution the 
Anopheles vector malaria transmission the Cen- 
tral Valleys where malaria was formerly endemic. 

The effectiveness the work done each area varies 
with the available funds, the interest the taxpayers 
and the interests the trustees and employees. 
general, may concluded that districts sections 
the State where malaria was formerly endemic have 
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effectively controlled the disease, and those around San 
Francisco Bay and other sections having pest mos- 
quito control problems have, most cases, obtained 
satisfactory control. all districts property values 
have increased, and the health and comfort the resi- 
dents have been materially benefited. 

The problems mosquito abatement are complex 
that they are not subject simple analysis. For ex- 
ample, costs per square mile, per person, per $100 
assessed valuation, any other basis are not compar- 
able. The density population, the irrigated area, the 
cost water, and the habits the people are all 
extremely variable these districts. The biting and 
breeding habits mosquitoes found each area and 
even the standards comfort the people, play 
large part determining the control program and its 
cost. 


SURVEY MADE BLOOD BANKS 


Data relative blood banks California have been 
accumulating and progress has been made revision 
regulations pertaining blood and plasma banks. 
Some the data indicate that blood banks are 
operating throughout California providing approxi- 
mately 45,000 units whole blood and plasma an- 
nually. estimated that this represents approxi- 
mately per cent the total civilian use the 
present time because the data represented returns from 
only per cent hospitals which questionnaires 
were sent. 


INCREASED INTEREST MOSQUITO 
CONTROL 


the Department’s report the Legislature rela- 
tive mosquito control, three-pronged attack the 
problem was proposed, the most important which 
the provision legislative appropriation used 
for subsidizing and expanding local mosquito abate- 
ment districts, and another piece legislation 
relieve mosquito abatement districts from the expensive 
procedure required under the District Investigation 
Act 1933, and permit boards supervisors start 
their own proceedings for the formation mosquito 
abatement districts rather than through the circulation 
petitions now required the District Investiga- 
tion Act. Because the expensive procedures required 
under this act, few mosquito abatement districts have 
been organized during the depression years. Three 


districts, however, Delano, Hanford and Lodi, have 
organized under the required proceedings and Marys- 
ville and Yuba City are the process organizing 
district.

the Army and Navy, has undertaken active anti-mala- 
rial control programs around these establishments.

The control Anopheline malaria-bearing mos- 
quitoes confined malarious areas contiguous 
military establishments, areas where large numbers 
military personnel congregate, and areas adjacent 
essential war industries essential war housing. 


Operations Malaria Control War Areas Cali- 
fornia were first undertaken August, 1942, when the 
State Office was organized the Bureau Sanitary 
Engineering, after intensive survey war areas 
was instituted determine where active malaria con- 
trol operations should begin. 


Control operations were undertaken MCWA 
September, 1942, one-mile zones about the Visalia 
and Porterville Army Air Fields Tulare County and 
the Army Air Field approxi- 
mately the same time, inspectional service determine 
the presence and numbers Anopheles freeborni (the 
California malaria vector) mosquitoes was begun about 
the Rankin and Sequoia Army Flight Instruction 
Schools Tulare County; the Army Hammond Gen- 
eral Hospital Modesto; and the Yuba City-Marys- 
ville Area, the recreational center for nearby Camp 
Beale. The inspectional service about the Hammond 
General Hospital and Marysville subsequently 
showed the presence and breeding freeborni 
sufficient quantities constitute potential malaria 
hazard and anti-Anopheline control was begun about 
these locations March and April The Army 
Witt General Hospital Auburn was completed for 
January, 1944. Inspectional surveys 
about the hospital during the fall 1943 showed the 
breeding and presence malaria vectors here suffi- 
cient numbers constitute potential hazard view 
the probability malaria cases being hospitalized 
there and the epidemic history malaria this region.

malaria carriers military personnel and

One has operated Northern 
California and the other Southern California during 
1944. Each these units has been under the direction 
commissioned United States Health Service 
entomologist. They have consisted small crew 
with truck equipped undertake limited control 
about the general hospitals and prisoner-of-war camps 
where malaria vectors have been present appreciable 
numbers. 

The control program has consisted larviciding 
with Diesel oil paris green and minor and major 
drainage water areas. The effectiveness the larvi- 
ciding work has been continuously checked inspec- 
tors assigned each control zone. 

The MCWA Program California integral 
part the State Department Public Health, and all 
work done its men cooperation with the local 
health officers each area question. Six United 
States Public Health Service officers, three office 
workers, and field erew four area supervisors, four 
area inspectors, and varying number laborers, de- 
pending the season, are employed this program. 
Since the inauguration the work, military areas 
have been carefully surveyed for the presence Ano- 
pheline freeborni.

MALARIA WORLD-WIDE DISEASE 


Malaria the best known mosquito-borne disease, 


and annually affects over 20,000,000 people throughout 


the world. The malarious areas are widespread within 
the and Temperate Zones. The theaters war 
the are all located highly areas. 
the early days the war, malaria these areas 
caused more casualties than those from actual battle, 
and practically every military person was affected with 
the disease. The Army and Navy, order make 
their military efforts effective, have instituted anti- 
malarial campaigns including mosquito control, thus 
reducing the incidence malaria among certain carry- 
ing mosquito (Anopheles freeborni) California. 
The female this speeies, before can lay its eggs, 
must have blood meal, and obtains biting ani- 
result this biting habit, malaria 
transmitted from one human another. Recent 
extensive laboratory studies have shown that about 
per cent the mosquitoes with blood meals have in- 
gested human blood, per cent have ingested bovine 
blood, and the remainder had blood from other animals, 
gave indefinite reactions. 


During the Gold Rush Days, the miners lived the 
open, close together the stream banks, and there 
were very few domestic animals. The female mos- 
quitoes, therefore, had get most their blood meals 
from humans, and this may have been one the rea- 
sons why malaria was hyper endemic. 


With the advent agricultural development and the 
use water for irrigation, malaria remained 
prevalent. Later, the use irrigation water became bet- 
ter controlled, and the breeding mosquitoes was re- 
duced. With the introduction stock grazing, mos- 
quitoes had more opportunity bite animals than 
humans. Along with these changes, anti-malarial 
trol measures were undertaken highly areas 
the State, eliminating many infection. 


The small outbreaks malaria during the 
past years were due the importation infected 
from other States along with migration agri- 
workers certain areas this State. These 
outbreaks were due part poor housing conditions 
the persons affected. All outbreaks occurred areas 
having mosquito abatement program. Here have 
example malaria carriers entering unprotected 
areas California, and causing small 
breaks but widespread epidemic. 


The return large numbers the armed forces 
from overseas theaters war will greatly increase the 
number malaria carriers the State. Studies 
the United States Public Health Service have demon- 
strated that our local Anopheline mosquitoes can trans- 
mit imported malaria and hence are definite threat 
the public health. Their studies are continuing. 
California, any malaria would expected 
the great Central Valley where the disease was for- 
merly endemic. Protection against this malaria hazard 
can best provided expansion present activi- 
ties malaria and mosquito control. 


HEALTH EDUCATION PROJECT ADVANCES 


The Kellogg project health education undertaken 
jointly the State Department Education and 
Public Health progressing the south San Joaquin 
Valley. Many conferences were held, during January, 
with elementary and secondary school principals and 
community groups Tulare, Mariposa, Ma- 
dera, Fresno and Stanislaus counties. Emphasis 
placed upon the development interest adequate 
health education programs while preparing for action 
the next school year. Reorganization curricula 
impossible this year for most the schools because the 
project was started too late for the necessary prepa- 
ration. 
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RODENT SURVEYS UNDERTAKEN 
SEAPORTS 


rodent survey was started last month canneries, 
naval reservations and other premises and southern 
California seaports. The survey was undertaken with 
the assistance health officers, naval authorities, repre- 
sentatives the Hooper Foundation for Medical Re- 
search, property owners and others. The State Depart- 
ment Public Health assigned two sanitary inspectors 
and three mobile laboratory units the project. Sani- 
tary inspection was made numerous places and rodent 
trapping and poisoning operations were carried on. 
The survey will continued until the entire area has 
been covered. Measures have been adopted for the 
control rats well the rat-proofing buildings, 
wharves and other structures. Particular attention 
being given the present time the control rodents 
areas throughout the State. Assistance 
being given many cities California the conduct 
rodent surveys and rodent eradication campaigns. 


PROPER ILLUMINATION BECOMES MORE 
IMPORTANT 


Requests for illumination studies are being made 
the department with frequency. Certain 
factors are found common all the places studied 
and are probably typical situations office 
These are: 

intensity illumination from artificial sources 
entirely inadequate meet the needs the seeing job 
being done. 

serious degree glare windows resulting 
either from direct sunlight sunlight from 
light colored buildings. 

Excessive contrasts degree illumination 
result desk lights used effort correct for 
inadequate intensities general illumination. 

Replacement incandescent lighting fixtures with 
fluorescent lighting fixtures provides the most desirable 
remedy most eases. Modern fixtures are difficult 
obtain, however, and the changes wiring increase the 
cost. Installation semidirect diffusing type 
fixtures often accomplishes significant improvement. 
The use new devices with great cau- 
tion, however, lest there glare, particularly large 
offices where there are relatively low fixture mounting 
heights.

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CARBON MONOXIDE POISONING BAKERIES 


Because the excessively cold weather baker had 
closed his room tightly and partially closed the dampers 
the oven thinking this would reduce the amount 
fuel necessary bring the oven the proper tempera- 
ture. While working under these conditions the baker 
was overcome two different occasions and as- 
sistant was overcome once, period two weeks. 
Operating the oven under these conditions investi- 
gation revealed that more than 1500 parts per million 
carbon monoxide was escaping into the room. This 
caused concentration 400 parts per million 
built the working area after hour and half 
operation. Opening dampers and ventilating the 
room opening windows and skylight removed the 
hazard completely. 


METHYL BROMIDE HEALTH HAZARDS 


The Industrial Commission and the health 
officer California county requested the assistance 


the Department the investigation and control 


methyl bromide poisoning which occurred area 
where the gas used for fumigating fruit. Medical 
treatment has been sought for victims the poison- 
ing during the past two months and estimated that 
100 less serious cases such poisoning have 
occurred within the area. The difficulty apparently 
arises from the general misconception the toxicity 
methyl bromide. Packers the area are under the 
impression that practically nontoxic. Under 
present safety orders the maximum allowable concen- 


tration parts per million, but has been 


mended that this reduced parts per million. 
Corrective measures prevention leakage from 
fumigation chambers and proper purging such 


chambers following fumigation about completed 


the packers who are anxious install required safe- 
guards before the advent the next fumigation season 
the fall the year.

ing 


USE PENICILLIN EXTENDED 


Seventeen county hospitals are now accepting pri- 
mary and secondary syphilis cases for treatment 
the new standard eight-day schedule without any 
serious reactions having been reported. Nearly all 
the city and county health departments this State 
are providing treatment for gonorrhea patients with 
penicillin ambulatory basis. Arrangements have 
been made many localities distribute penicillin 
private physicians reimbursement basis. This will 
extended rapidly possible. 


MORE EARLY SYPHILIS CASES DISCOVERED 


While syphilis showed decrease per cent the 
civilian population last year, primary and secondary 
syphilis shows increase over 1943. Total syphilis 
showed steady since 1941, but 1944 showed 
definite decrease all stages the disease. The in- 
primary and secondary syphilis may due 
part the migration young war workers and indi- 
viduals following service men California, the greater 
application intensive measures for locating cases, and 
the interest the new short schedules for treatment 
the disease. Before 1944, greater emphasis was 
placed upon routine blood tests while greater efforts 
1944 were placed finding infectious cases. The 
intensity the venereal disease program 
since 1941 has doubt been effective reducing the 
great reservoir late cases which were found Cali- 
fornia during these war years means routine blood 
tests industry, union groups, selective service, pre- 
marital and prenatal tests. 
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TYPHUS FEVER SURVEY 


The typhus fever survey southern California was 
continued during the month. Detailed clinical and 
epidemiological histories were taken which 
have occurred recently. 1944, cases this disease 
were reported California and six cases 
January 1945. February and April last year 
cases were reported. Most the cases 
September and November. 


NEW SANITATION DISTRICT FORMED 


The Board Supervisors Los Angeles County, 
during December, established large sanitation 
trict known San Gabriel Valley Sanitation District, 
the purpose which provide extensive sewerage 
facilities for that large area. 


RATS SURVEYED FOR TYPHUS 


During December survey typhus 
rats was started San Francisco and San Joaquin 
County areas with plans being formulated for the 
extension this service other areas the State.
